Tills Is in respor.cc to your letter c£ Jure 20, 1970, sddr erred to the 
Director of Information In regard to your appeal free the alleged denial 
cf the Jkitroiial Archives and Records Service to furnish vou access to 
certain archival materials in connection with the sssassl notion of 
President Kennedy. 

Your letter specifically requests five items: (1) a copy of the photo- 

graph tal.cn by the Archives staff showing the front of the President's 
shirt; (2) c photograph of the knot of the President’s tie; (3) a photo- 
graph, made from the negative prepared by the Archives, of the bock of 
the President £ shirt with the top of the collar included, shewing the 

area of damage; (4) an enlarged' photograph of the bach of the shift, — 

not including the collar area, prepared from the negative fr.rJSocrai ssion 
Exhibit 294; and (5) permission for you tc eucniue the photographs taken 
with CSS equipment by the Archives staff. 

After consultation with the MASS staff, it has been determined th?*t 
items 2, 1 . and 4 above have never been denied to you by KYHC and that 
iters 1 has been denied to you only in terms of furnishing you c personal 
copy of the photograph. SAGS has specifically indicated they will allow 
you to er-araine the photograph indicated in item 1 in the Archives 
Building. In addition, KAItS has indicated a willingness to prepare and 
allow you to e: -seine the photographs in items 2 end 3 in the Archives 
Building, to supply you the photograph in item 4. to allot’ you to 
tannine Item 5 photographs in the Archives Building, and to furnish you 
prints of the item 5 photographs. Therefore, inasmuch as all requested 
itociS above will he- cade accessible to you, an appeal at this point 
under GCA regulations {41 CFS 105-60. 404) is unnecessary.
